Last Thursday Courier-Journal con- 
tained the following: 

When is a "nut" not a "nutV" 

United States Commissioner Craft 
had this weighty question to answer 
yesterday when Penick Curry, charged 
with Impersonating a United States 
ofHoer and forgery, gave evidence of 
haring suddenly gone insane. Curry 
made hideous "faces," pulled his ears, 
nose and eyes, and pretended not to 
be able to understand queoUoDS, or 
who, where or what he was. Com- 
missioner Craft fixed his bond at $500 
for his appearance for a preliminary 
hearing to morrow morning at 10 
o'clock. He was lodged in the county 
jail to "cool off," as Commissioner 
Graft expreaaed It 

Curry was arrested by I. S Kittei, 
of the Quartermaster's Depot at Jef 
fbiaonvllie, Ind , where Corry was 
formerly employed. In the affidavit, 
owom to by the arresting officer, it is 
charged that Curry, between April 23 
and May 23. by impersonating a United 
States officer, forged numerous checks 

It la ^rgod that Curry wore a badge, 
as is furnished employes at the Jeffer- 
sonville Depot, and would show the 
badge. Ho was cashed, and If he 
were not known would show the badge. 
He was never refused when he pro- 
duoad the badge. According to tlw af- 
fidavit Curry used the following signa- 
tures on the checks. "L W. Curry," 
"P. V. Curry," and "MUby Page." 
H. T Castello, of the Kauffman- 
Straus Company, John W. Reid and 
C. B. Howard, of Tne Howard Com- 
pany, and A. J. Marchal. assistant 
treasurer of the J. Bacon & Sons Com- 
pany, are named as material witnesses. 

As Curry sat in the United States 
Marshal's office yesterday before be- 
ing brought before Oommiasioner 
Craft, to all appearances he was in 
good health and normal However, he 
suddenly drew his face 'into various 
contortions. For a time no one noticed 
what he was doing. When one of the 
ofBcers noticed the "maneuvers" the 
priaooer was going through he asked 
him "Why the faces?" This did not 
bring an answer from Curry, who con- 
tinued to draw his mouth in ovory 
position imaginable 

More questions were put to tho ^is- 
oner, but none brought forth an an- 
swer. When taken before Commis- 
sioner Craft, who had been notified of 
the "queer acting" of Curry, Commis- 
aloDor Oraft said: '"Yon seem to be 
pretty good at 'pretending'. First 
you pretend to be an officer of the 
United States and now you pretend 
to be crazy." 

After Curry had been taken away 
Commissioner Craft said he thought 
it was very poor "camoulfla.'e" and 
that the prisoner might regain his 
"mind" bofbre Thnrsday. 

Curry was brought out last Thurs- 
day for trial and after being held over 
hoatatodtothe Jodge that he was 
not crazy: that he was just fooling. 
It looks very much like he will make 
a trip up tho road.

Fred M. Sacket. 

1. "The licensee prior to July 15 of 
the year in which new crop fruits are 
to be grown and packed shall not boy, 
contract to boy, offer for sale, or have 
outstanding any contract of sale or 
any commitment for sale of new crop 
frulta not availablo for spot delivery. 
A commitment shall include all tenta- 
tive or conditional ordeiSi wbotnor 
dyinlte pricea are named or not" 

S. "The licensee shall not face or 
oanas to be faced any licensed dried 
froiteln any paekagi 
will bo ragaided as a 
tlce."

Sudden F(etreat of an Army 
Is Often Reduced to Chaos 
And the Resultant Disorder 

"Moving a great anny la an affair 

of time-tables. There is room for only 
a certain amount of men and mate- 
rial on the roads and railways at one 
time, and every man and every 
wagon above that mazimmn becomea 
a factor of confusion and retards tlie 
movement of the whole mass to a 
dangerous degree," writes O. Ward 
Price In the CSntuy. "The andden 
retreat of an army is often reduced 
to chaos, first, because a thoroughly 
worked out plan of general retirement 
exists but rarely in the strong-boxes 
of any feneral wtmtt, and, aecondly, 
because in the absence of a time-table 
drawn up in detail and strictly en- 
forced, the elementary principle of 
self-preservation leads every unit of 
the amy to pot Itaelf on the rand 
just as qniddy as it can get trans- 
portation. This Is not to say that 
confusion is an Invariable inrticatlon 
of personal panic; but it is very nat- 
ural, and ewm Tery proper, that every 
battery commander, the director of 
every military store and depot, and 
the leader of every body of troops 
which is noi definitely ordered to re- 
main, should have the indivldnal de- 
termination that hia particular eon- 
mand shall not fall into tbe hands of 
the enemy. 

"The artillery officer firmly resolves 
that he will save his guns at all 
costs; the heads of the anppiy depart- 
ments are in charge of valuable stores 
which th.'ir army neeils for its very 
existence and which would be of great 
aid to the enemy If o^tara^ and the 
tnwp leader natnrally argwa tiiat it 
would be futile to aHow his men to 
ho cat off when a general retroat has 
been ordered. So if the organization 
of withdrawal is left to the discre- 
tion of the jfeoffla involved in it, aa 
It has to be when the whole thing has 
not been deliberately arranged iK^fnre- 
hand, confusion is almost inevitable." 



Take Tip From Old Mother 
Nature When in Doubt About 
Time to Plant Your Garden 



(FVom the United States Department of 

Agriculture.) 

By watching the processes of moth- 
er antnra and taking • tip fkoaa ho*. 
fi|a hooM gardener who is not certain 
when he dionld plant his seeds may get 
some valuable information. Garden 
specialists divide vegetables .^nto two 
classes — "warm temperature" and 
"cold temperature" vegetables. When 
peach and plum trees are In blossom, 
they say, it is time to sow in the open 
ground such seeds as lettuce, radish, 
paratay, boeta* tnr^ak Babhae» car- 
rots, peas, and onlona. The wrlnlded 
peas should not be planted until later, 
as they are more likely to rot In cool 
groimd than are the smooth varieties. 
When the apple bloaaoma fan tt hi 
time to plant the heat-loving vege- 
tables, such as cucumbers, beans, 
sweet com, pumpkin, and squash. 
This is said to be an old but excellent 
rule.

hatj thBBe days preparing for the big June drive for pledging the State's quota, 
or what remains of it on June 24 next, when the drive starts. The plans for 
the drive were outlined at a meeting of county chainBetf with SMaibers of the 
National Committee at Lexington on Friday of last week, and the hundred 
county chairmen in attendance upon the meeting were shown how easily the 
be carried into effect in the State of Keatacky. 
EWaral oatline has been fitted to the campaign in Kentucky, and 
forms are being rushed through in order to get them in the bands of 
county, chairmen as speedily as possible. The whole thing depeada upon or- 
ga niHtta i in tlie aeveral counties of the State, and the counties represented at 
tka lAKlBKtaa meeting aad those whose chairmen were unavcridaMy absent on 
that occasion were pledged to the National Committee to make vhatavar or- 
K—i H tfion is esseotial to the saccess of the Nebraska plan. 

Mkar than to derote erery week of the remaining months of the year 
1918 to the work of the War Savings campaign, it was determined to Biafce 
one b ig drive. June 24 to Jane 28 next, dosing on National War Sarings Day, 
wMek ttae tlw reat «C Kentucky's quota, that not already secured, will 
be pledged by its citizens, to be pun hasod during the six months following. 
This drive will not be for sales of stamps, but for pledges. ' When it is over. 
Hi Beatachy's qaota has been pledged by her loyal dtlaens. the rest of the 
f«ar will be mere "follow up" to see that the War Stamps are purchased as 
Iko months pass, to the end that when December 31 comes wo can wire Chair- 
Mm i ria adM lli , of tto Natloaal Ooararittee, aad oar own Vodoral Dfroetor J. D. 
Lyon, that Kentucky has met her obligation as she always feaa doao fa tko 
past, and over-purchased this best Government security. 

Tke War flavlasi aeUvlly la Koatoeky otood aside recently and helped 
*^at over" the Third Liberty Loan campaign. Its organization has done its 
part hi the other war activities of the year, and our county chairmen can now 
oaB apsa tkooo loyal wmm — d ipoa i s a far aaaiataaee la oar big Jane drlro. Al- 
ready scores of persons who have been engaged in the other activttioa have 
tendered their services to county chairmen for this drive, and in ovory in- 
■taaoe tkeir tender of aonriea kaa kooa aeeoptod. We akooM add erery v<riaa- 
toer to the ranks of campaigners for the June drive. 

jThe plan of winding up the big campaign with a public meeting in every 
schoolbouse in Kentacky in the afternoon of Jane 28. whidi to to be pradaiosed 
National War Savings Day by President Wilson, by Governor Stanley and by 
the Mayor of every city, town and hamlet in the State, and at a time when all 
of the other States of the Union are holding such meetings, ira spteadld oao. 
The entire ooantry will Uke an hour off on this day to pledge itself to Thrift 
aad War Savings. Men and women of the entire country are not- invited to 
attend, but are to be told that they are expected to he there to partidpato ia 
the meeting ot thair c o mm a nt ty. The meetings are not to be adjourned until 
mA community in eadi State of the Nation has pledged its quota, which will 
-ha announced in advance of the meeting. 

In order to start oft each meeting in the State of Kentucky with the proper 
oathaslasm the toar days preceding the holding of the meeting will be devoted 
by th( organization in each school district to securing in advance of the meet- 
ing the pledges of as many of the people of each community as can be seen in 
that nnrtted time. A record of tfiose pledging in advance of the meeting will 
be read at the meeting to show that they have already signed up to saTO and 
serve their country. A record also will be kept of those of each community 
Vka do not aaswer present whoa the community roll is called.

In food production per acre, corn excels all other staple crops. In pounds 
of protein produced per acre At is exceeded oi^ly by soy beans and beans, says 
the TMted Statea d^artmcnt of agrtcolture. The great otocK tMttoc aad 

dairy Industries of *ke eoontry are based largely apon the com crop, as are 
also important mannfactarln? Industries, such as starch, glucose, com oil, 
and related prmluots, variou;5 food products, and alcoholic beverages. 

Com is the great feed crop of the nation. Fed with legumes and grasses 
it to naegaalc aa'an econmnical ra# material for tlie p reda cti oa of aeat, 
ant butter. Becavse its Vigti starch and oil content makes it primarily a fat- 
^)roducln feed, com Is of almost inestimable value in finishing stock for 
mar. et. The remarkable development of the pork industry in this country 
has b en due to the high feed value and abundant yidds of the com crop. 

all typea of itoA faoffing; Oe poik indastiy to aoaodated laeat doody 
with the com crop. 

Of the <i5 per cent of the crop consomed on the farm, all except a smal^ 
percentage milled for human food is usecl for stock feeding. The extent of 
the dependence of the feeding industry upon the com yields is indicated by 
the fairly consistent rdatloadilp maintained between corn and ttre^tock 
prices. By far the greater part of the corn used In feeding is fed as ear 
com, ^\1th the dry stalks and blades used as roughage, either as pasturage in 
the field nr as cut stover. To a le.-s extent the grain is fed in the form of 
shelled com, milled products, and various manufactured feedstQifs. Another 
form ia which com to largdy fed to dlage. SUage, at iweaent, to of more 
importance to the dairy industry than to the stock-feeding industry, but Its 
use In fattening steers is increasing rapidly. Its most extensive use Is found 
in the sections where dairying is a leadinj; typf of fanning. While the silo 
has become a more or less familiar sight to almost every section where com 
is grown, it to used most extenslTely In Wisconsin. Michigan. Indiana, Ohio, 
New York, and Xew England. It to used also laifdy iB oMnt Olates €< tke 
com belt and in the central Ea.stera states. 

Among the coniiuori coninit-al dislws eaten in the South are hoe-cake, a 
mixture of cornmeal and water with or without salt, cooked in a frj'lng pan 
or griddle: com bread or pone, made with the addition of baking powder or 
Its equivalent and baked In the oven; griddle cakes, prepared from a thin 
batter with the addition of a leavening agent ; egg or spoon bread, differing 
from ordinary corn br«ad in that esj^s are used; and com dunipling.s, u.sually 
cooked with either meat or vegetables. Ck)mmeal is used in puddings, waf- 
fles, poultry dressing, meat, and llsh didies. ^ 

In the North where corn products are consumed to a less extent, the 
preference Is usually given to meal made from yellow com, although the so- 
called hominy (grits) made from whit.- corn is a ct>mmon breakfast cereal. 
Hasty puddin, (corn mush) and Johnny cake (corresiranding to the hoe- 
cake at tile South) have been made in New Wngland hoaaalmldi since colonial 
day.<!. Lidian padding, a popular dessert prepared froai conmeal, milk, and 
eggs, has long beer, regarded as . one of the necessary adjuncts to the New 
England Thanks;rivin dinner. 

Other forms lu whicL com Is consumed are grits, consisting of the hard 
portions of the kerads. but not milled so finely as meal, eaten as a breekCut 
oereal or as a side dish with meats; hominy, the same as grits but milled m^re 
coarsely; and lye hominy, or hulled com, prepared from the whole giain after 
removal of the hull with cau.stic soda. The latter producta WO aaaally oatM 
as dinner dishes and sen'e largely to replace vegetables. 

Aside from its direct uses for etoA food and for human food, com to tke 
raw material from which numerous products are manufactwod. 
ucts include articles both suitable and not suitable for food

The following statement regarding 
the poultry needs is taken from the 
official agricultural program for 1918 
issued recently by Oie United States 
department of agriculture: 

"Poultry production should be in- 
creased greatly, especially in back 
yards and on farms, where waste ma- 
terial Is availaklo and Om pvrcimse of 
expensive grains and oiker natctlal la 
not required. 

"Increased poultry p r o dact le a any 
be attained most econmnieally hgr oariy 
hatching; ky eonflning mother hens at 
least ten days after the chicks are 
hatched; by reducing losses on ac- 
count of rats, weasels and thieves, an«l 
i from cold, damp conditions ; by thor- 
I oufl^ sanitation ; by dlseonraglng tke 
marketing of early-hatched pullets as 
broilers; by eliminating non-producincr 
hens and keeping good layers thmuirli 
at least two laying seasons; and by 
the pooltryman raising kis oiirn feed 
as far as possible.**

The 
main demands of the new organization, 
as set forth ta toe ▼osa lsck o Bsitong. 
are "legal and genuine" o f aa Mt y of 
rights and opiwrtunltles wtOi other 
citizens "in all states," Including the 
unrestricted ri^t of emigration into 
tbe TnrklA camlro, especially Pales- 
tine.

The chief progreea of the Ger- 
maaa revealed la today'a offidal 
report waa in the center of their 
advaaee. Bliateaoflia three aiflee 
additional ground have baaa cov- 
ered from Loupeigne, twelve 
miles north of the Mame, to 
Fere-en-Tardenois. 

The blunt edge of the German 
wedge is shown to run here from 
Fereen-Tardenois, about ten and 
a half miles directly east of Vez- 
illy, fifteen and a half miles 
southwest of Rheims. 

Along this line the Germans 
are about eighteen miles south 
of the Chemin-dea«Dames, giv- 
ing thM a paBaCiatioB of ap-

Moon's Influence on Plant 
Growth Wholly Negligible, 
Is Belief of Scientists 

The old belief that the moon has 
some sort of influence on plant growth 
etui persists in some Xarming sec- 
tfoBS. 8<nDe' ftuiucis. It Is said, re- 
fuse to plant crops or to kill hogs 
unless the moon is in some particular 
position. 

The influence of the moon on the 
growtli of crops, or on other sgrl cul- 
tural operations, has always been de- 
nied by scientific men. The followinj; 
brief statement by C. F. Marvin, chief 
Of the United States weather bureau, 
printed In the Bora! New Yorker, 
shows ^diat they think of the matter : 

"It is the general belief of scien- 
tists that the moon has no nppreciable 
influence on temperature, rainfall, or 
any other weaUMT. ctamcBt, or ea 
plant growth. 

"Plant growth depends npon tem- 
perature, light, humidity and plant 
food (both in the soil and in the air), 
and its availability. Obviously the 
moon neither mellows the ground nor 
fertilises it, neither does it alter the 
composition of the atmosphere ; hence 
it affects neither the mech:iiiical con- 
dition of the soil nor the kind or 
quantity of available plant food. 

If the moon has any Influence on 
plant growth, it would seem that it 
must exert this Influence through its 
light. Experiment, howtver. shows 
that when a plant is so shadowed that 
it gets only one one-hondredth of nor- 
mal daylight. It grows bat little bet- 
ter than It does in absolute darkness. 
Full daylight Is about 600,000 times 
brighter than full moonlight; hence 
one one-hundredth of daylight, already 
too feeble to stimulate appredablj 
plant activity. Is still 6,000 times 
brighter than full moonlight. The con- 
clusion is that, even in respect tc 
light stimulus, the moon's influence 
on plant growth is wholly negligible.''

Glacose in fruit preserves may he 
discovered as follows : In the case oi 
jelly a teaspoonful should be dissolved 
in two tablespoonfols of alcohol con- 
tained in a s^ass vessieL In the case 
of Jam or marmalade the same process 
Is carried out, but it is necessary to 
filter off the solid matter by running 
the mixture tlirough a pleee 0< muslin. 
Allow the solotion to become perfectly 
cool, and tiien add an equal volume, or 
a little more, of strong alcohol. If 
glucose is present a dense white pre- 
cipitate slowly settles down. Where 
BO i^ucose has been employed there 
Is no precipitate, save. In some eases, 
a very trifling sediment of proteid mat- 
ter which, however, is so small that it 
could not possibly be mistaken for tbe 
sediment which ^ucoae produces. The 
laat-named Is not particularly harmful 
In itself, but it Is very frequently used 
as an adulterant in supposedly pure

"We Mit set oat our old cook books 
and rerive aome of the things our 
grandmothers used to make," saya 
Prof. Mary Rausch of the department 
of home economics. University of Wash- 
ington, in commenting in that nnlver- 
slty'a newsletter on the necessity that 
faces hoiekeepenr of leanilng how to 
do witlMMt gnamlated M«ar for cook- 
ing. 

Whea the cook books that were 
printed in our grandmothers' day 
qteak of sogar they do not meaa tbm 

granuhited sujrar to which we are ac- 
customed, but the heavier, dark, moist 
sugar that Las a flavor resembling mo- 
lasses or rum. For many purposes 
this is really better than the grami* 
lated white sogar. One of the largest 
bakers In Seattle uses nothing else, 
and lie says the flavor of all sweetened 
breads is much improved by it. 

Brown sugar or sirup should be used 
in all biscuits, mofllns, cakes, puddings 
and pies. For years the best ginger- 
breads and spice cakes have been made 
with nothing else. And there are many 
candles for which it is better than 
white. A delicious cake idng Is made 
by boiling brown sugar to • sinq^ and 
pouring It over 
whites of eggs.

Keep the hens confined to your own 
land. 

Don't keep a male bird. Hens lay 
Just as well without a male. 

Don't overstock your land. 

Purchase well-matured pullets rath- 
er t!ii;n I.i ns. 

Don't expect great success In hatch- 
in? and raising chicks unless you Iwve 
luid some experience and have a grass 
plot separate from the yard for the 
hens. 

Build a cheap hftuse or shelter. 
Make the house dry and free from 
draughts, but allow for ventilation. 
Fowls stand cold better than dami>- 

ness. 

Keep house and yur<l clean. 
Provide roosts and dropping boards. 
Provide a nest for each four or five 
hens. 

Grow some green crop In the yard. 
Spade up the yard frequently. 
Feed tabia aatm and Utdien 
waste. 

Also feed grain once a day. ' 

Feed a dry mash. 

Keep hens free from lice and the 
house free from mites. 

Kill and eat the hens In the fall as 
fhey l>egln to molt and cease to lay. 

Preserve the surplus eggs produced 
during the spring and summer for use 
during the fall and winter when eggs 
are scarce and high in pilee.

Potatoes contain an the dllla«nt ' 
snbatances needed for the body. Pro- . 
teln and minerals for growth and rt- 
pair; starch and fat for energy; ar.i 
minerals and roughage for bodj' n-:-.- 
lation. A diet of whole mUk and pc>- - 
tatoes Is perfect; the fat and protelr. 
of the milk supplement the smaH 
(luantity of these in the vefretaoh\ 
The fuel value of potatoes is higher ; 
than that of any other ^i>e8h vegetable I 
used, according to Lucy Coroner of j 
the IJnIversity of Minnesota. I 
Common methods used in the prep- 
aration and cooking of potatoes are 
wasteftd. Wh«i potatoes are peeled 
and allowed to stand for an hour or 
tv»"o in Cold water they lose over half 
the protein and one-third their min- 
erals. The peeling also takes food . 
nith tt. When codkSng is begun in j 
cold water the loss Is nearly as great. ' 
I'otatoes can he prepared with no loss 
<.f food value if they be tirst blanched 
by cooking In boiling water for ten ; 
minutes, then plunged into cofd wa- ' 
ter, anfl the skin rubbed or peeled off. 
Cooking can be comi>leted in any way 
desired, baking, steaming or boiling. 

A quick oven is essential for baking 
and produces potatoes that are dry. 
mealy and easily digested. 

If the skin is pricked with a fork 
toward the end of baldng they are 
further Improved by escape ef steam. 
Soggy, watery potatoes do net digest > 
easily and may cause gas. !

No Hope in Fried Whafe 

With High Cost ef Food 

We are not greatly elated over the 

prospect of eating fried ^hale, al- 
though the dish has been pronounced 
excellent by Boston connoisseurs. 
When com and oats were suggested 
as a substitute for wheat an patrloMc- 
ally fell In line, for It was thought that 
horse feed would be cheaper than man 
food, which would mean* a financial 
saving as well as conservation for the 
good of the country. But we reckoned 
without our restaurateur. Immediate- 
ly substitute sandwiches began to per- 
form the feat of diminishing in size 
and increasing in price; at the same 
time. Th« great abundance ef the 
whale would seem to Justify the hope 
for a large meal at a nominal cost, 
but there Is a fear that the restaura- 
teur will soon learn to slice him up 
Mdth a safety raaor wtUi the san^e dex- 
terity that he can now make a raisin 
pie with one raisin. — ^Philadelphia 
Telegr^yh. 



In the years when cotton lint was sold by farmers at a low price, 
when cotton seed was little used and was more likely a waste and a nuisance^ 
the cotton crop was outranked in value by com, hay, and usually by wheat, 
so that it was commonly tlie fourth crop in order of value. By 1800 eettoA 
had taken precedence of the wheat crop, although the exceptional situation 
during the flrst two years of the present war gave wheat the higher place. 
Gradually the cotton crop, lint and seed, climbed over the great hay crop, 
and thus baa cattan become In recent years second only to com. 

The corn crop of the United States is by far tlie moat valaaltle agrieal- 
tural product. When the colonists at Jamestown and Pl y m ou t h wet» saved 
from starvation by the corn provided by the ln<lians, this was a common J:f^ 
dian crop east of the Great Plains, and its annual production at that time 
has been estimated to luve been poastNy 2,000,000 hwMa. 

Corn -at once becaine the mainstay of the agriculture of tlie wMtes, and 
the value of this crop, at farm prices, according to the estimate of the 
United St;ifes depart::. int of ticrriculture, reached the extraordinarj- total of 
$4,0:>4,000,000 in 1917 for 3.1o0.iAiO,000 bushels, the largest and most valuable 
crsp of corn ever grbwn. The cotton crop is next below to ¥Bla» with an 
estimated production cf 10,918,000 bales of 500 pounds gross weight, wertk 
at the farm. $1..')18.000,P>00. When (327,000,000 Is added for seed, the aggre- 
gate vj'lue of the cotton crop of 1917, at farm prices, becomes $l,84o,000.00t\ 

Hay is not the joke that the funny writers would have it. Indispensable 
to proper crop rotation and to stodc keeping, hay often contended with bath 
cotton and wheat for a place next to corn In value, but in the ord» of crop 
values In recent years It has a settled third place, below com and cotton, and 
usually above wheat before the present war. In 1914 to 1916 It was slightly 
exceeded in value by wheat, but It resumed its third place with emphasis 
in 1917. when the value of the crop was .51.o67,000.000 for 95,000.000 
both quantity and value making the lilghest record, while tha wheat 
value was $1,307,000,000 for 651,000.000 busthels. 

Oatmeal was only for the sick, many years ago, and was sold by dru^ 
stores; now, this food, more especially in the form of rolled oats, has be- 
come dietary, and horses and other live stock share the large crop with their 
owners. In both production and value tlie oots crop of 1917 exceeds that 
of every former year, and the 1,.">S7,000.000 bushels have a farm value of 
$1,061,000,000. This is regularly the fifth cmp in or-ler of value. 

The potato crop of 443,000,000 bushels in 1917, the reconl cn>p, has a 
producers* value of $554,000,000. A very rough estfmcte gives the valoa ef 
$298,000,000 to the log. Inmlier and wood prodnctioo of the fRtm. This Is 
the production of what Is often called the farmer's wow! lot, but In some 
parts of the country the "lot" Is often a sizable forest. 

The tobacco crop of 1917, also, is at the top of the record, fhe l,19*5.00O,- 
000 pounds being worth $297,000,0«X) to the farmers. Below this, in order of 
value, follow the barley crop with a farm value of $237,000,000; upplea, $213,- 
OOO.OOO kafir com and mllo maize. $1.T1.000,000; dry edible beans. $111,- 
000,0O<>; peanuts. .?107,000,noO, and rye. SlOO.mxi.OOO. 

Every other crop has a value less than that of rye. An estimated value 
of $96,000,000 Is given to sweet potatoes; of $68,000,000 to rice; of iei,O00k- 
000 to peaches; of $46,000,000 to sugar beets; of $39,000,000 to onions; of 
$35,000,000 to cabbages; of $34,000,000 to oranges; of $28,000,000 each to 
sugar cane and buckwheat; of .?2"),00<).000 to flaxseed. At the lower end of 
the scale are "sorghum cane .sold" (largely for forage), and sirup, $24,000^- 
000; clover seed, $17,000,000; toooa com, $16.00«),(XK) : and pears. $15.000.00a

Keep 
air damp and quiet to avoid fire.. 



Important amownto of perishable 
foods are made dangerous or inedible 
In hoaaeholdB because they are ex- 
posed anneeessarlly to heat, moisture, 
germs, dust, <Hrt. or to llles and otter 
Insects. 

Much milk spoils quickly because It 
Is kept uncovered In warm kitchens. 
Close observance of the doctrine. 
"Keep perishable food, especially 
milk, cool, clean and covered contin- 
uously," may make a strildng differ- 
ence to the food bIDs ef many fun- 
nies. 

Fresh vegetables not needed Imme- 
diately for other purposes should not 
be thrown out or allowed to q^oil, but 
should be used In making vmpa. aal- 
ads, or combination dishes. Fraits are 
sometimes allowed to go to waste 
which might be stewed and kept a day 
or two until needed. 

Vegetables and fmlts should not be 
stored In quantities in hot. damp, and 
poorly ventilated bins. Such condi- 
tions hasten wttttag, finnealatiaa and 
decay. 

Surplus fruits, beans, tomatoes and 
other vegetables produced In home 
gardens shoald not be allowed to spoil 
on tta Ttaies or rot en the graond. A 
morning's work would can and pre- 
serve such surplusage for use when 
fruits and vegetables are aeaica and 
high in pilce. 

Modi ftiod, rained by being stored 
where flies or other insects, or rats 
and mice can get at it, can be saved 
if it is given proper care. Much ce- 
real food is mined because tt is aot 
kept In cans or otter salWHa atn* 
talners and protected against weevils 
or other insects. Prevent such losses 
by caretal
